Watergate cover-up trial focused 
today on differences between John 
Dean’s trial testimony and what Dean 
told the Senate Watergate committee 
16 months ago. 
William G. Hundley reminded Dean 
that he had testified at the trial about a 
long telephone conversation he had 
with Mitchell on June 22, 1972, in which 
he reported on the progress of the F B I 
investigation of the Watergate break- 
in. 
In his second day of cross-examining 
Dean, Hundley noted that Dean never 
mentioned the Mitchell conversation in 
his Watergate committee testimony. 
Mitchell is a former attorney general 
and is one of five defendants in the 
trial. 
Hundley also pointed out that Dean 
never mentioned the conversation to a 
federal grand jury. 
Asked by Hundley to explain, Dean 
said, “ The first time I was asked about 
that was in this courtroom.” 
Hundley then turned to another 
conversation Dean had testified he had 
with Mitchell. 
At the trial, Dean said he talked to 
Mitchell on the telephone on June 28, 
1972. 
Hundley reminded Dean that he had 
told the Watergate committee his 
conversation with Mitchell on the 28th 
was at a meeting and not on the tele­ 
phone. 
Mitchell later had told the com­ 
mittee he was out of town that day. 
Dean said he subsequently recalled 
that he attended a meeting in Mit­ 
chell’s office on June 28 but that 
Mitchell wasn’t there and that he had 
called him later when the former at­ 
torney

returned 
to 
Washington. 
In his cross-examination of Dean on 
Wednesday, Hundley sought to portray 
the former White House counsel as 
ready to sacrifice anyone to save his 
own skin when the Watergate cover-up 
began unraveling. 
“ John Mitchell never asked you to 
bite the bullet for him,” Hundley said 
to Dean during cross-examination on 
Wednesday. 
Hundley tried to get Dean to admit 
that he had tried to get Mitchell to step 
forward to take responsibility for the 
Watergate break-in. 
“ You didn’t have any information 
that Mr. Mitchell was responsible for 
the bugging,” Hundley told the former 
White House counsel. “ Yet you joined 
in a plan to have him step forward 
because that would save you.” 
Hundley was the second defense 
lawyer to cross-examine Dean, the 
leadoff government witness in the trial 


of five former Nixon administration 
and campaign aides accused of con­ 
spiring to block the investigation of the 
Watergate break-in.

Resources (DNR) will ask the State 
Controlling Board to release funds to 
have conceptual designs developed for 
lodges at both Deercreek and West 
Branch state parks. 
Deercreek, a 7,006-acre park, is in 
Fayette and Pickaway counties about 
20 miles west of Circleville. 'Hie 8,002- 
acre West Branch State Park is near 
Ravenna in Portage County. 
The concept study for the recreation 
facilities at Deercreek will be done by 
two Columbus architectural firms, 
Phillip Markwood Architects, Inc., and 
Acock, White and Associates, Inc. 
The work will include selecting a 
specific site at the park for a lodge and 
overnight vacation 
cabins, 
and 
determining the size of the complex 
and what types of service facilities, 
such as water and sewage treatment, 
will be necessary. 
The size of the lodge may range from 
90 to 120 rooms, depending on the 
configuration of the land at the site 
selected. The number of cabins to be 
built will be determined by the size of 
the site. 
“ The study will produce an artist’s 
conception of the lodge and cabin 
complex, show the type of materials to 
be used and provide an estimate of the 
construction costs,” Shoemaker said. 
Deercreek, where a 232-site Class A 
camping area was opened last May, 
“ is well on its way to becoming a full- 
facility park to meet the growing 
recreation needs of Central Ohio,” 
Shoemaker said. 
“ The park is easily accessible from 
anywhere in Central or Southwestern 
Ohio,” he noted. “ It’s within 50 miles 
of Columbus, Dayton, Springfield and 
Chillicothe, and is less than an hour’s 
drive from more than two million 
Ohioans.” 
In addition to the camping area, 
Deercreek has a 1,700-foot sand beach 
on the 1,277-acre Deercreek I ¿ike. The 
lake also is a popular fishing and 
boating spot. The park has two boat 
launching ramps and there are 123 
boat tie-ups available from March 1 
through November 1. 
DNR recently began accepting 
reservations for rental of the “ Harding 
Cabin” at Deercreek. The cabin was 
the summer home of Harry 
M. 
Daugherty, a Washington Court House 
native who was U.S. Attorney General 
under President Warren G. Harding. 
The cabin, on the east side of the lake 
near the park office, was said to be a 
secluded gathering place for friends 
and supporters of Harding. 
Shoemaker said the new park 
facilities will be financed with revenue 
bonds so the people who use the 
facilities will absorb most of the cost of 
building and operating them. 
He said the new projects are a 
continuation of what has been done by 
the administration of Governor John J. 
Gilligan since 1970 to improve Ohio’s 
state parks system. 
“ Nearly 5,(KM) acres of parkland has 
been purchased since 1970, and there 
have been numerous improvements 
such as additional campsites, cabins, 
hiking trails, and boating, swimming, 
and picnicking facilities,” Shoemaker 
said. 
Tne new lodges at Deercreek and 
West Branch will be the seventh and 
eighth overnight lodges in the Ohio 
state parks system. The existing 
lodges are at Burr Oak, Hueston 
Woods, 
Punderson, 
Salt 
Fork, 
Shawnee and Mohican state parks. 


Recession Seen 
By Administration 
Economic Adviser 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Hie nation 
is headed toward a recession and the 
Ford administration might as well 
admit it, says an administration 
economics adviser. 
“ I/et's call a spade a spade,” said 
Paul W. McCracken in a telephone 
interview Wednesday. “ I think we are 
probably in the early stages of what 
could turn out to be a 
V type 
recession.” 
That means a recession which is 
sharp but brief and looks like a “ V” on 
a graph, in contrast to prolonged 
declines 
in 
economic 
activity, 
McCracken explained. He indicated he 
thought the worst would be over by 
mid-1975. 
McCracken said unemployment 
could approach 7 per cent and the 
decline in economic output about 4 per 
cent 
next 
year. 
Another 
ad­ 
ministration economic adviser, L. 
William Seidman, said his best guess 
on unemployment would be about 6.5 
per cent. 
McCracken, a former chairman of 
former President Richard M. Nixon’s 
Council of Economic Advisers, now 
serves as a part-time consultant to 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon. 
He also recently was named by 
President Ford to help compile his new 
economic program after the economic 
summit meetings.

point to argue whether the economy is 
in a recession, as President Ford has 
claimed it is not, “ my judgment is that 
we’re probably moving into one.”

Nixon Re-Enters 
California Hospital 


LONG 
BEACH, Calif. 
(AP) 
Former President Richard M. Nixon, 
facing possible surgery, lias re-entered 
the hospital here because home 
treatment for his phlebitis condition 
proved ineffective, his doctor says. 
Nixon limped slightly but was 
unassisted as he walked through a rear 
service entrance to be admitted 
Wednesday night to Memorial Hospital 
Medical Center for the second time in 
three weeks. A spokesman for the 
hospital in this coastal city bordering 
Ixis Angeles said the former president 
was expected to be released by the end 
of the week. 
Nixon apparently made the 50-mile 
trip from his San Clemente home to the 
hospital by car. 
There had been no advance an­ 
nouncement that he was returning to 
the hospital. Jack Weiblen, hospital 
vice president, said Nixon was brought 
in after dark to reduce publicity. 
“ He covets his privacy,” Weiblen 
said of 
Nixon, 
who resigned as 
president last Aug. 9. 
Dr. John C. Lungren, Nixon’s 
longtime personal physician, said 
Nixon was taken to the hospital after 
anticoagulent drugs proved ineffective 
in treating inflamed veins in Nixon’s 
left leg. 
“ For the past few days oral an­ 
ticoagulation medication has been 
inadequate,” Lungren said in a 
statement to newsmen late Wednesday 
night. 
He said a diagnostic radiology test 
called a venogram had been per­ 
formed on the 61-year-old former 
president after his arrival and showed 
a “ near total occlusion or blockage of 
blood flow” in the area of Nixon’s left 
thigh. 
Lungren noted that several blood 
clots were found in the swollen leg, but 
he added that “ these clots could be old 
or fresh.” 
Nixon 
received 
anticoagulents 
Coumadin orally and heparin in­ 
travenously during his first hospital 
stay, 12 days ending Oct. 4. But only 


Coumadin had been prescribed for him 
while he was convalescing at his 
oceanfront villa at San Clemente. 
“ If we’re not capable of proving 
adequate prophylactic anticoagulation 
by oral Coumadin, then the possibility 
of surgical 
intervention must be 
considered,” said Lungren. He has 
treated Nixon since 1952. 
Lungren gave no indication what the 
surgery would involve or when it would 
1m; performed if results from Nixon’s 
current hospitalization prove unsatis­ 
factory. Other medical spokesmen 
were not immediately available to 
comment on the nature of such 
surgery. 
During 
Nixon’s 
recent 
hospi­ 
talization, a blood clot caused by the 
phlebitis moved from his left thigh, 
through his heart and lodged in his 
right lung. The decision to discharge 
Nixon from the hospital Oct. 4 was 
taken after Lungren determined the 
clot no longer posed a serious danger. 
Lungren performed a lung scan on 
Nixon Wednesday night and concluded 
that the right lung was stable and 
“ there was no evidence of any new in­ 
volvement.”

This is not a very subtle 
game, and no doubt few Soviet 
consumers are fooled. But the 
important economic rule in the 
Soviet 
Union 
is 
that only 
capitalist! is afflicted with ills 
like inflation. Within the USSR 
the phenomenon obviously is 
nothing more than a reflection 
of a rising standard of living.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - An Ohio 
State University professor says the 
United States is in a temporary stage 
before 
finally 
facing 
up 
to 
the 
problems of reality following an era of 
“ blind and unthinking materialism.” 
Dr. Paul G. Craig, professor of 
Public Administration and Economics, 
said he is optimistic about the long- 
range prospects for economic growth 
in America, despite the present 
declining standard of living in the U.S. 
“ There’s no reason to think that 
after a period of adjustment...this 
country can’t continue to grow as it did 
before,” Craig said. 
Addressing the Fourth Annual 
Women’s Day at Ohio State Univer­ 
sity’s Fawcett Center For Tomorrow, 
Craig said, “ Americans had a blind 
faith in our ability to do everything we 
wanted to do, to get everything we 
wanted to get.” 
Craig said the national and world 
situation—inflation, the devaluation of 
the dollar, the oil embargo and needed 
environmental protection programs— 
have forced Americans to face reality. 
“ The era that is coming is going to 
be one of less material and more 
aesthetic concerns,” Craig said. But 
growth, though of a different kind, will 
continue, he added. 
Craig said he based his optimism for 
long-range growth on the present 
changing systems, structures and 
attitudes in world society. 
Craig listed several facts that will 
affect the economic future in the U.S. 
The highly productive age structure 
and nearly zero population growth 
will allow for greater production and 
reduced consumption of goods, Craig 
explained, allowing more goods for 
fewer people. 
Decreased proportional m ilitary 
spending, down from 10 per cent in 1969 
to 6 per cent this year, will free that 
proportion of federal funding for other 
projects, Craig said. 
The decrease in population also 
affects the state and local budgets, as 
schooling has been the largest single 
costly item since World War II, Craig 
said. 
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Projects, such as the interstate high­ 
ways system costing $4 billion a year 
since the late 1950s, are nearly com­ 
pleted, Craig said, releasing funds for 
other needs. 
Craig explained that all these factors 
will allow for continued economic 
growth in the U.S. He added, however, 
that Americans and the world will 
have to curb “ aspirations beyond at­ 
tainment.” 
“ It’s the greening of almost 
everyone that has led to world in­ 
flation” and other world problems, 
Craig said. 
Thousands 
O f Lottery 
Tickets Stolen 


CLEVELAND, Ohio ( A P )- William 
Horrigan, head of security for the Ohio 
lottery, says thousands of lottery 
tickets have been stolen over the past 
10 weeks, and hundreds of persons 
have won $20 prizes by presenting 
invalid tickets. 
Horrigan said Tuesday he 
will 
recommend to the commission the 
hiring of a security staff of 10 persons 
to investigate the thefts of a total of 
12,848 tickets and the fraudulent ticket 
claims which careless agents have 
paid. 
Meanwhile, the lottery commission 
announced that eight persons will 
participate in the Buckeye 300 drawing 
in lim a Thursday. 
Horrigan said there have been 98 
burglaries since the first lottery 
tickets were sold Aug. 12. 
There have been about 100 cases a 
week of fraud in the claiming of lottery 
prizes, he said. 
The 
fraudulent 
claims 
were 
estimated at $14,000. 
The commission has been reim­ 
bursing agents for all the prize money 
they have paid out, Horrigan said, but 
eventually all the illegally disbursed 
prize money will have to be paid back 
to the commission. 
A commission official said there 
have been 14 instances of ticket 
number alterations. 
And James SkeUy, public relations 
director, said there have been some 
instances in which ticket agents 
reported tickets stolen then tried to 
claim prizes with some of the tickets 
said to have been stolen. 
Horrigan said these cases are still 
under investigation, and no arrests 
have been made. 
Skelly warned that tickets should be 
purchased only from authorized sales 
agents. 
“ If you buy a ticket from a guy on 
the corner, chances are it’s stolen, and 
if it’s stolen, it’s valueless,” he said. 
Those getting a crack at the $300,000 
to prize in Thursday’s drawing include 
Robert L. Bailey of Toledo; Joseph 
Morganstern, Mansfield; Albert John 
Dzorsack Jr., Maple Heights; Carol 
Mitchell, Coshocton; Maria Szerencsy, 
Cleveland; Francis Boyer, Columbus; 
Emmett H. Wiley, Chesterland; and 
Daniel L. Deats, Lima. 
Prizes of $60,000 and $30,000 also will 
be awarded, along with the $15,000 
minimum each Buckeye 300 par­ 
ticipant receives.

Speaking Of Your Health

In the 30 years that we’ve been 
married I don’t remember a day that 
my husband has not taken some kind 
of laxative. 
During the past three months 
nothing seems to be very effective. I 
wonder if the laxatives have finally 
caused some permanent damage to his 
intestines. 
Mrs. E. R.,Ohio 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
letters from readers constantly 
reveal misconceptions about bowel 
habits. 
Preoccupation with the need for 
“ regularity” may well be the end 
result of advertisements. 
In the absence of any gastro­ 
intestinal disease it is difficult to 
believe that reliance on laxatives for 30 
years was necessary. Even the 
commercial manufactures warn that 
constant dependence on their product 
should be avoided. 
In many sub-cultures, fatigue, 
headaches, irritability and insomnia 
are all attributed to constipation. 
In most 
instances, the 
chronic 
laxative habit could be avoided by 
well-balanced 
meals, 
sufficient 
roughage and an adequate amount of 


water. 
I doubt that the dependence on 
laxatives itself has been responsible 
for the change in your husband’s bowel 
patterns. Rather, it is necessary to 
study his intestinal tract to rule out 
other causes for his new type of con­ 
stipation. 
X-ray studies and sigmoidoscopy 
(rectal examination) are imperative 
for his complete safety. 


My aunt has been told she needs an 
air test for her brain. Can you explain 
this? 
MissH. W., Minn. 
Dear Miss W.: 
The test is known as pneumo­ 
encephalography. A small amount of 
air is painlessly injected into the spinal 
column. 
The air diffuses around the brain and 
outlines it when it is X-rayed. 
This test is only one of many highly 
sophisticated methods of studying the 
brain. 
Scanning devices, especially by 
EM I, a machine using radioisotopes 
and X-rays, can now reveal, with great 
accuracy, changes within and around 
the brain.

DETROIT (A P) - Chrysler Corp. 
has reported a third-quarter profit of 
$11.2 million in U.S. and Canadian 
operations 
and increased 
sales 
revenue worldwide. But the firm 
wound up losing $8 million for the 
quarter because of overseas losses. 
The North American profits were 
offset by losses totaling $19.2 million 
overseas, Chrysler said. 
The figures announced Tuesday 
show Chrysler still in the black for the 
year so far. The nine-month earnings 
are $21.4 million, an 88 per cent decline 
from $181 million a year ago, and a 
per-share drop from $3.42 to 38 cents. 
It was only the second quarter in 3% 
years that the nation’s third largest 
auto maker reported a loss. General 
Motors and Ford Motor Co. plan to re­ 
port their third-quarter results next 
week. 
The loss came despite record 
revenues for the period. Sales totaled 
$2.8 billion, up from $2.3 billion for the 
third quarter of 1973. 
Trading of the firm’s stock was 
temporarily halted on the New York 
Stock Exchange Tuesday. It closed at 
10a4, a low for the year. 
Chrysler Chairman Lynn Townsend 
said the firm has been unable to 
recover $249 in material and labor 
costs added for each car since January 
1972 despite price increases averaging 
about $1,000 since 1974 models came 
out a little more than a year ago.

BELG RAD E (AP) — Franc Cretnik, 
64, was not flattered when the Social 
Security Service ignored 23 years of 
his life, thus preventing him from 
obtaining old-age insurance. 
He was bom in 1910, but a mistake in 
administration registered his birth 
year as 1933. 
The administration privately con­ 
fided to him that he looked a bit older 
than a man in his 40s but explained 
they had to act on the strength of 
documents rather than on personal 
impressions. 
A ruling in an official document of 
the service specified that Cretnik had 
30 years and 9 months of proven works 
period, which rules out the possibility 
of his getting old-age pension, since he 
was bom in 1933, If he is dissatisfied 
with the service’s ruling he is free to 
lodge an appeal. 
“ I would like to have been bom later 
and thus be of age as is written. But the 
clerk in charge is away and I have to 
realize my rights without waiting for 
him, but this seems to be a difficult 
task,” Cretnik says.

It all began when he had to talk to a 
gro up o f amateur pho to graphers at the 
Y.W.C.A. *'I go t this idea o f telling 
them ho w to pho to graph their v aca­ 
tio ns fro m a different po int o f v iew 
than the usual to urist,” Mo tts said. “ 1 
tho ught o f the Getty sburg thing as an 
ex ample.” 
Fo llo wing his o wn idea to Get­ 
ty sburg, Mo tts fo und a majo rity o f the 
pho to graphs 
there 
“ histo rically 
beautiful but po o r pho to graphy .” 
Getty sburg park o fficials, the Library 
o f Co ngress and the Natio nal Archiv es 
o fficials gav e him the 
same en­ 
thusiastic respo nse to his idea o f 
redo ing the battle. 
“ I decided if I was go ing to do it, it 
had to be right,” Mo tts said. “ I didn’t 
want histo rians lo o king at my wo rk 
and say ing it was pho to graphically 
beautiful but po o r histo ry .” 
Mo tts read sco res o f bo o ks o n the 
Civ il War and checked incidents and 
lo catio ns against the Getty sburg 
terrain and farmsteads.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) As the 
campaign for governor enters its final 
weeks, all but one of the published 
polls give incumbent Gov. John J. 
Gilligan the edge, but shows James A. 
Rhodes coming up fast. 
Rhodes, 65-year-old former two- 
term Republican governor, calls it a 
“ neck and neck” race. A Columbus 
Dispatch poll shows Rhodes with an 
edge, but terms the race too close to 
call 
Other polls, possibly outdated within 
two weeks, show Gilligan running as 
much as 11 percentage points ahead, 
but even Gilligan’s staff doesn't 
believe the margin is that much. 
“ I would say that is a little high," 
said Robert Tenenbaum, Gilligan’s 
press secretary. 
Most of those familiar with polling 
think the spread should be around 6 per 
cent. Except Rhodes, that is. 
“ We’re going to win,” he said flatly. 
Rhodes has received the en­ 
dorsement of two major newspapers, 
but other major newspaper en­ 
dorsements to date have gone to 
Gilligan.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Some $2 
million will be used to underwrite a 
statewide dental care program for 
Ohio school children and six regional 
Pediatric Pulmonary Care Centers, if 
a plan is approved by a U.S. District 
Court in New York, Atty. Gen. William 
J. Brown announced Tuesday. 
The funds are part of Ohio’s $3.7 
million settlement with five drug 
companies. A 1968 lawsuit was filed by 
the Ohio attorney general, along with 
the U.S. Department of Justice, 
several other states and individual 
consumers, against the companies for 
allegedly 
fixing 
the 
price 
of 
tetracycline from 1953 to 1966. 
Tetracycline, one of the first widely 
prescribed broad-spectrum antibiotic 
drugs, is used against bacterial in­ 
fections, particularly respiratory dis­ 
eases. 
The $2 million represents money 
remaining in an “ unclaimed consumer 
fund” left after consumers who 
thought they had been overcharged for 
the drug filed claims. 
If the proposals, selected by a five- 
member council, are approved by the 
court, the money will be equally 
distributed between the two programs. 
The Metropolitan Health Planning 
Corp., of Cleveland would receive $1 
million to provide a system of dental 
education, with the assistance of the 
Ohio Dental Association, on a no-cost 
basis to every school district in Ohio.

found nine days after Gilligan denied 
any existed, a turnabout the governor 
blamed on bad staff information. 
In a series of radio commercials 
entitled “ Days to Remember,” Rhodes 
recounts the surplus announcement, 
the closing of state parks and the pas­ 
sage of the state income tax, which he 
said was sold to benefit schools. 
In a speech in Mayfield Heights, 
Rhodes said seven Ohio schools were 
in process of closing and that many 
more will have to close by Jan. 1 
“ unless they get the state income tax 
money that the present governor 
promised them.” 
Generally Rhodes cites those items 
to support his overall charge that 
“ Gilligan is guilty of widespread 
mismanagement of state affairs.” 
Gilligan has argued that before he 
became governor mental patients in 
state institutions lived in ‘‘un­ 
believable, deplorable conditions 
without proper care.” 
In four years, he contends, the 
situation has been turned around, with 
more doctors, nurses and ward at­ 
tendants to see that those who can’t 
take care of themselves have some­ 
body to do it. 
The state income tax, he said, put 
schools on their best financial footing 
in years, although they will have 
problems because inflation keeps 
eating away at their financial support. 
Of his accomplishments, Gilligan 
said, “ They are not as easy to see as is 
a highway, a bridge or a lodge in a 
state park or something. 
“ It is true that Mr. Rhodes, during 
his years in office, borrowed more 
money than any governor in the 
history of the state and spent it on 
highways, bridges and various kinds of 
physical improvements of the state 
which were highly visible and highly 
tangible. 
“ Our effort has been to improve the 
quality of services in the field of 
education or in the kind of care that we 
give the mentally ill and the mentally 
retarded in mental hospitals, or in our 
community centers.” 
When ail these things are judged, 
Gilligan contended, “ One has to agree 
that it makes Ohio a better place to live 
and a better place to raise our 
children.” 
Rhodes has argued that state mental 
hospitals had more psychiatrists when 
he left office than they now have. 
He called G illigan’s statements 
“ puffery.” 
The former governor also argued 
that the Gilligan administration 
doesn’t understand bond issues. Many 
improvements his administration 
accomplished, he said, couldn’t have 
been done without them. 
Gilligan, he said, “ will have to 
double the income tax to provide 
everything he has promised.”

AMSTERDAM, Netherlands (AP) - 
David Oistrakh, the world renowned 
Soviet violinist, died early today in his 
room at an Amsterdam hotel, a 
spokesman for the Amsterdam Con- 
certgebouw Orchestra announced. 
Oistrakh was 66 and had a history of 
heart trouble in recent years. The 
spokesman said the cause of death had 
not been determined yet, but it was as­ 
sumed he died of a heart attack. 
Oistrakh in recent years had 
widened his musical activity to include 
conducting and arrived in Amsterdam 
on Oct. 7 for a Brahms series with the 
Concertgebouw. He had conducted six 
concerts, the last one two days ago, 
and had been the soloist in three of 
them.

Tig ers 'Read y' For Lead ers 


F riday will be the most important 
night in South Central Ohio league 
football this year, at least for the 
Circleville Tigers. 
CHS will do battle with the Blue 
Lions of Washington C.H. and the 
winner will be the probable league 
champion. 
WCH, paced by a tenacious defense 
and the ability to win close games, is 3- 
0 in the league and 6-1 overall, drop­ 
ping a 12-10 decision to Portsmouth for 
its only loss. 
The Tigers, meanwhile, are 3-1 in the 
league and 5-2 overall to remain in a tie 
with Greenfield for second place. 
Miami Trace, the other serious con­ 
tender and the probable co-champion 
with WCH or the Tigers, is 2-1. 
The 
Panthers 
play Greenfield 
tonight and then Washington C.H. next 
F’riday. Circleville’s final league game 
will be with Hillsboro, currently 0-2 in 
the league. 
Is Circleville ready for the game? 
“You bet,” says Coach l^rry Cook, 
who, with his coaching staff, has been 
preparing all week “ for one of our 
biggest games this year.” 
The coaches know they ‘‘have to win 
to stay in contention for the league 
crown,” something they have been 
doing since the loop opening loss to 
Greenfield. 
It'll be the league’s leading rusher 
against the league’s leading passer on 
offense Friday at the WCH field. 
Biff Bumgarner, Circleville junior’s 
tailback, has accounted for 600 yards 
in 92 carries in Circleville’s four SCOL 
games. 
His closest competitor 
is 
Wilmington’s Jackie Watson, who has 
462 yards in 63 carries. 
The league statistics are a tribute to 
the Tiger defense as CHS stalled 
Watson with only 29 rushing yards in a 
28-12 win three weeks ago. He has 795 
yards on the year to lead league 
rushers in all games. 
Close 
behind 
in 
the all-game 
category is Greenfield’s Gary Barr 
with 793 yards. However, Barr ranks 
third in SCOL rushing with 386 yards. 
Circleville derailed him for 62 yards in 
their only league loss of the year. 
And the Tigers did the same job on 
Miami Trace’s Jeff Sagar, who ranks 
fourth in all-game rushing with 730 
yards. The Tigers contained Sagar to 
just 46 yards in a 14-12 win over the 
Panthers. 
Bumgarner, who got off to a slow 
start, has 748 yards rushing for the 
year in 126 carries. That ranks him 
third among league runners. 
In Circleville’s four league games, 
Pat McNaughton has gained 207 yards 
in 45 carries and Rick Sampsill has 
rushed for 69 yards in nine carries. 
In passing, Perry Hoskins is of 9 for 
51 yards and Phil Roll is 8 of 19 for 116 
yards. 
Blue lio n running attack is paced by 
sophomore I^eroy Wilson who has 303 
yards in 108 carries and 197 in 67 
carries in the league. 
However, the primary WCH threat 
rides on the arm of quarterback Jeff 
Brown, 
who leads the league 
in 
passing. 
In three games, Brown has hit 17 of 
35 passes for 303 yards. He has been 
intercepted three times. Overall, he is 
29 of 60 for 506 yards and 48.3 per­ 
formance rating. 
The Blue lions slipped by Bishop 
Ready and Chillicothe by identical 8-6 
scores in their first two games and lost 
to Portsmouth 12-10. 
Since then, they have bombed Unioto 
31-13, Greenfield 18-0, Wilmington 14- 
10, and Wehrle 41-0. 
The teams have three common 
league opponents, making for 
in­ 
teresting comparisons. 
Circleville started off the year by 
losing to Greenfield 6-0, and then beat 
Wilmington 28-12 and Unioto 35-0. 
In the three games, Circleville 
rushed for ^56 yards and passed for an 
additional 165 for 921 yards total of­ 
fense. 
WCH rushed for 318 yards and 
passed for 361 for 679 yards total of­ 
fense against the common opponents.

“ We have been in a program here 
where apparently the opinion has been 
M an Faces 
Death Penalty 
For Murder 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) - One 
man faces a possible death sentence 
and a jury continued deliberations 
today on the fate of another in the July 
17 slaying of a Cincinnati policeman. 
A three-judge panel in Hamilton 
County Common Pleas Court on 
Wednesday found Ricardo Woods, 24, 
guilty of aggravated murder of a 
policeman in the commission of a 
robbery. 
A jury in another courtroom retired 
for the night after deliberating nine 
hours in the case of Roland Reaves, 23, 
charged in the same case. 
Patrolman David Cole was shot five 
times with separate guns when he 
responded to a holdup alarm at a 
carryout store in the Walnut Hills sec­ 
tion of Cincinnati. The officer fired 
several shots before he died. 
Both defendants live in Cincinnati. 
They were tried simultaneously in 
separate courtrooms. 
'The panel, which included Judges 
William R. Matthews, William S. 
Mathews and Robert L. 
Black, 
rejected Woods’ offer to plead guilty to 
a lesser charge of murder. 
The Ohio Revised Criminal Code 
now allows the death penalty for the 
shooting of a policeman in connection 
with an aggravated robbery. 
The defense for both men contended 
that they had decided against robbing 
the store and were fleeing when 
stopped by Cole. 
Reaves contended the officer began 
the shooting and he fired in self- 
defense. 
Woods said at his trial that he at­ 
tempted to talk to the officer but 
Reaves pushed past him and began 
shooting. 
Court officials said Woods would 
face another court hearing before 
sentence is determined. The court 
ordered a psychiatric examination and 
a pre-sentence investigation. 
Woods’ hearing was scheduled for 
next month.

William G. Hundley reminded Dean 
that he had testified at the trial about a 
long telephone conversation he had 
with Mitchell on June 22,1972, in which 
he reported on the progress of the FBI 
investigation of the W atergate break- 
in. 
In his second day of cross-examining 
Dean, Hundley noted that Dean never 
mentioned the Mitchell conversation in 
his W atergate committee testimony. 
Mitchell is a former attorney general 
and is one of five defendants in the 
trial. 
Hundley also pointed out that Dean 
never mentioned the conversation to a 
federal grand jury. 
Asked by Hundley to explain, Dean 
said, “The first time I was asked about 
that was in this courtroom.” 
Hundley then turned to another 
conversation Dean had testified he had 
with Mitchell. 
At the trial, Dean said he talked to 
Mitchell on the telephone on June 28, 
1972. 
Hundley reminded Dean that he had 
told the W atergate conmiittee his 
conversation with Mitchell on the 28th 
was at a meeting and not on the tele­ 
phone. 
Mitchell later had told the com­ 
mittee he was out of town that day. 
Dean said he subsequently recalled 
that he attended a meeting in Mit­ 
chell’s office on June 28 but that 
Mitchell wasn’t there and that he had 
called him later when the former at­ 
torney 
general 
returned 
to 
Washington. 
In his cross-examination of Dean on 
Wednesday, Hundley sought to portray 
the former White House counsel as 
ready to sacrifice anyone to save his 
own skin when the W atergate cover-up 
began unraveling. 
“John Mitchell never asked you to 
bite the bullet for him ,” Hundley said 
to Dean during cross-examination on 
Wednesday. 
Hundley tried to get Dean to adm it 
that he had tried to get Mitchell to step 
forward to take responsibility for the 
W atergate break-in. 
“ You didn’t have any information 
that Mr. Mitchell was responsible for 
the bugging,” Hundley told the former 
White House counsel. “ Yet you joined 
in a plan to have him step forward 
because that would save you.”

Resources (DNR) will ask the State 
Controlling Board to release funds to 
have conceptual designs developed for 
lodges at lx»th Deercreek and West 
Branch state parks. 
Deercreek, a 7,006-acre park, is in 
Fayette and Pickaway counties about 
20 miles west of Circleville. The 8,002- 
acre West Branch State Park is near 
Ravenna in Portage County. 
'Die concept study for the recreation 
facilities at Deercreek will be done by 
two Columbus architectural firms, 
Phillip Markwood Architects, Inc., and 
Acock, White and Associates, Inc. 
'Die work will include selecting a 
specific site at the park for a lodge and 
overnight 
vacation 
cabins, 
and 
determining the size of the complex 
and what types of service facilities, 
such as water and sewage treatm ent, 
will be necessary. 
The size of the lodge may range from 
90 to 120 rooms, depending on the 
configuration of the land at the site 
selected. The number of cabins to lie 
built will lie determined by the size of 
the site. 
“The study will produce an artist’s 
conception of the lodge and cabin 
complex, show the type of m aterials to 
lie used and provide an estim ate of the 
construction costs,” Shoemaker said. 
Deercreek, where a 232-site (.’lass A 
camping area was opened last May,

“'Die park is easily accessible from 
anywhere in Central or Southwestern 
Ohio,” he noted. “ It’s within 50 miles 
of Columbus, Dayton, Springfield and 
Chillicothe, and is less than an hour’s 
drive from more than two million 
Ohioans.” 
In addition to the camping area, 
Deercreek has a 1,700-foot sand beach 
on the 1,277-acre Deercreek I,ake. The 
lake also is a popular fishing and 
boating spot. 'Die park has two twat 
launching ramps and there are 123 
boat tie-ups available from March I 
through November I. 
DNR recently began accepting 
reservations for rental of the “Harding 
Cabin” at Deercreek.

The cabin, on the east side of the lake 
near the park office, was said to be a 
.secluded gathering place for friends 
and supporters of Harding. 
Shoem aker said the new park 
facilities will be financed with revenue 
bonds so the people who use the 
facilities will absorb most of the cost of 
building and operating them. 
He said the new projects are a 
continuation of what has been done by 
the administration of Governor John J.

Recession Seen 
By Administration 
Economic Adviser 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation 
is headed toward a recession and the 
Ford administration might as well 
admit 
it, says 
an 
administration 
economics adviser. 
" U 't’s call a spade a spade," said 
Paul W. McCracken in a telephone 
interview Wednesday. “ I think we are 
probably in the early stages of what 
could turn out to be a 
V type 
recession.” 
'Drat means a recession which is 
sharp but brief and looks like a “V” on 
a graph, in contrast to prolonged 
declines 
in 
econom ic 
activity, 
McCracken explained. He indicated he 
thought the worst would be over by 
mid-1975. 
M cCracken said unem ploym ent 
could approach 7 per cent and the 
decline in economic output about 4 per 
cent 
next 
year. 
A nother 
ad ­ 
ministration economic adviser, 
L. 
William Seidman, said his best guess 
on unemployment would be about 6.5 
per cent. 
McCracken, a former chairman of 
fum ier President Richard M. Nixon’s 
Council of Economic Advisers, now 
serves as a part-time consultant to 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon. 
He also recently 
was named by 
President Ford to help compile his new 
economic program after the economic 
summit meetings.

Nixon Re-Enters 
California Hospital 


IXJNG

Form er President Richard M. Nixon, 
facing possible surgery, has re-entered 
the hospital here because home 
treatm ent for his phlebitis condition 
proved ineffective, his doctor says. 
Nixon lim ped slightly but was 
unassisted as he walked through a rear 
service entrance to be adm itted 
Wednesday night to Memorial Hospital 
Medical Center for the second time in 
three weeks. A spokesman for the 
hospital in this coastal city bordering 
Dis Angeles said the tonner president 
was expected to be released by the end 
of the week. 
Nixon apparently made the 50-mile 
trip from his San Clemente home to the 
hospital by car. 
There had been no advance an­ 
nouncement that he was returning to 
the hospital. Jack Weiblen, hospital 
vice president, said Nixon was brought 
in after dark to reduce publicity. 
“He covets his privacy,” Weiblen 
said of 
Nixon, 
who 
resigned 
as 
president last Aug. 9. 
Dr. John C. Lungren, N ixon’s 
longtime 
personal 
physician, 
said 
Nixon was taken to the hospital after 
anticoagulent drugs proved ineffective 
in treating inflamed veins in Nixon’s 
left leg. 
“ For the past few days oral an­ 
ticoagulation medication has been 
in ad eq u ate,” Lungren said in a 
statem ent to newsmen late Wednesday 
night. 
He said a diagnostic radiology test 
called a venogram had been per­ 
formed on the 61-year-old former 
president after his arrival and showed 
a “near total occlusion or blockage of 
blood flow” in the area of Nixon’s left 
thigh. 
Lungren noted that several blood 
clots were found in the swollen leg, but 
he added that “these clots could be old 
or fresh.” 
Nixon 
received 
anticoagulents 
Coumadin orally 
and heparin 
in­ 
travenously during his first hospital 
stay, 12 days ending Oct. 4. But only 


Coumadin had been prescribed for him 
while he was convalescing at his 
oceanfront villa at San Clemente. 
“ If we’re not capable of proving 
adequate prophylactic anticoagulation 
by oral Coumadin, then the possibility 
of 
surgical 
intervention 
must 
be 
considered,” said Lungren. He has 
treated Nixon since 1952. 
Lungren gave no indication what the 
surgery would involve or when it would 
be performed if results from Nixon’s 
current hospitalization prove unsatis­ 
factory. Other medical spokesmen 
were not immediately available to 
comment on the 
nature of such 
surgery. 
During 
N ixon’s 
recent 
hospi­ 
talization, a blood clot caused by the 
phlebitis moved from his left thigh, 
through his heart and lodged in his 
right lung. The decision to discharge 
Nixon from the hospital Oct. 4 was 
taken after Lungren determined the 
clot no longer posed a serious danger. 
Lungren performed a lung scan on 
Nixon Wednesday night and concluded 
that the right lung was stable and

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford is venturing into America’s 
breadbasket after signing legislation 
of intense interest to farmers that 
expands government regulation of the 
$500 
billion-a-year 
comm odities 
futures exchanges. 


Aides said Ford planned to issue a 
statement today at Des Moines, Iowa, 
on the bill he signed into law six hours 
before the Wednesday midnight dead­ 
line. 
The Iowa capital was the first stop in 
another day of cam paigning for 
Republican candidates in Ford’s effort 
to avoid what he calls “a veto-proof 
Congress.” 


From Des Moines he was heading for 
Melvin, 111., and a fairgrounds 
celebration honoring retiring House 
GOP Whip IlCs Arends. After that, he 
scheduled 
appearances 
at 
two 
receptions and a Republican fund­ 
raising dinner in Chicago. 
The legislation signed by Ford 
Wednesday night establishes an in­ 
dependent agency topped by a five- 
m em ber commission to oversee 
trading of futures contracts. It also 
brings under regulation contracts that 
are exempt from various laws but still 
are subject to the rules of the largely 
self-governing exchanges.

State University professor says the 
United States is in a temporary stage 
before 
finally

problems of reality following an era of 
“blind and unthinking materialism.” 
Dr. Paul G. Craig, professor of 
Public Administration and Economics, 
said he is optimistic about the long- 
range prospects for economic growth 
in A m erica, despite the present 
declining standard of living in the U.S. 
“There’s no reason to think that 
after a period of adjustment...this 
country can’t continue to grow as it did 
before,” Craig said. 
Addressing the Fourth Annual 
Women’s Day at Ohio State Univer­ 
sity’s Fawcett Center For Tomorrow, 
Craig said, “Americans had a blind 
faith in our ability to do everything we 
wanted to do, to get everything we 
wanted to get.” 
Craig said the national and world 
situation—inflation, the devaluation of 
the dollar, the oil embargo and needed 
environmental protection programs— 
have forced Americans to face reality. 
“ The era that is coming is going to 
be one of less material and more 
aesthetic concerns,” Craig said. But 
growth, though of a different kind, will 
continue, he added. 
Craig said he based his optimism for 
long-range growth on the 
present 
changing 
systems, 
structures 
and 
attitudes in world society. 
Craig listed several facts that will 
affect the economic future in the U.S. 
The highly productive age structure 
and nearly zero population growth 
will allow for greater production and 
reduced consumption of goods, Craig 
explained, allowing more goods for 
fewer people. 
D ecreased proportional m ilitary 
spending, down from IO per cent in 1969 
to 6 per cent this year, will free that 
proportion of federal funding for other 
projects, Craig said. 
The decrease in population also 
affects the state and local budgets, as 
schooling has been the largest single 
costly item since World War II, Craig 
said.

Meanwhile, the lottery commission 
announced that eight persons will 
participate in the Buckeye 300 drawing 
in Lima Thursday. 
Horrigan said there have been 98 
burglaries 
since 
the 
first 
lottery 
tickets were sold Aug. 12. 
There have been about IOO cases a 
week of fraud in the claiming of lottery 
prizes, he said. 
The 
fraudulent 
claim s 
were 
estimated at $14,000. 
The commission has been reim­ 
bursing agents for all the prize money 
they have paid out, Horrigan said, but 
eventually all the illegally disbursed 
prize money will have to be paid back 
to the commission. 
A commission official said there 
have been 
14 
instances of ticket 
number alterations. 
And Jam es Skelly, public relations 
director, said there have been some 
instances in which ticket agents 
reported tickets stolen then tried to 
claim prizes with some of the tickets 
said to have been stolen. 
Horrigan said these cases are still 
under investigation, and no arrests 
have been made. 
Skelly warned that tickets should be 
purchased only from authorized sales 
agents. 
“If you buy a ticket from a guy on 
the corner, chances are it’s stolen, and 
if it’s stolen, it’s valueless,” he said.

During the past three months 
nothing seems to be very effective. I 
wonder if the laxatives have finally 
caused some permanent damage to his 
intestines.

reveal misconceptions about bowel 
habits. 
Preoccupation with the need for 
“regularity” may well be the end 
result of advertisements. 
In 
the 
absence of 
any 
gastro­ 
intestinal disease it is difficult to 
believe that reliance on laxatives for 30 
years was necessary. Even the 
commercial manufactures warn that 
constant dependence on their product 
should be avoided. 
In many sub-cultures, fatigue, 
headaches, irritability and insomnia 
are all attributed to constipation. 
In 
most 
instances, 
the 
chronic 
laxative habit could be avoided by 
well-balanced 
m eals, 
sufficient 
roughage and an adequate amount of 


water. 
I doubt that the dependence on 
laxatives itself has been responsible 
for the change in your husband’s bowel 
patterns. Rather, it is necessary to 
study his intestinal tract to rule out 
other causes for his new type of con­ 
stipation. 
X-ray studies and sigmoidoscopy 
(rectal examination) are imperative 
for his complete safety. 


My aunt has been told she needs an 
air test for her brain. Can you explain 
this?

The test 
is known as pneumo­ 
encephalography. A small amount of 
air is painlessly injected into the spinal 
column.

She said this negative picture serves 
as a self-fulfilling prophecy in too 
many cases. 
Conversely, many Americans revere, 
the “golden age myth” which says the 
“best is yet to be” late in life, Dr. 
Jackson said. 
In reality, neither picture is true, Dr. 
Jackson stressed. Americans must 
establish a realistic picture of being 
old and realize that there are more 
options available to the aged and their 
fam ilies 
than 
those 
defined 
by 
tradition and past relations.

Motts, a professional Columbus 
photographer, has spent uncounted 
hours summer and winter, day and 
night, weekend after weekend for the 
last four years clicking his camera on 
the site of the famous Civil War battle. 
His goal is a fully documented, 
illustrated lecture on the three-day 
battle from the viewpoint of the men 
who fought it. He figures it will be 
another six months before he reaches 
that goal. 
It all began when he had to talk to a 
group of amateur photographers at the 
Y.W.C.A. “I got this idea of telling 
them how to photograph their vaca­ 
tions from a different point of view 
than the usual tourist,” Motts said. “I 
thought of the Gettysburg thing as an 
example.” 
Following his own idea to Get­ 
tysburg, Motts found a majority of the 
photographs 
there 
“ historically 
beautiful but poor photography.” 
Gettysburg park officials, the Library 
of Congress and the National Archives 
officials gave him the same en­ 
thusiastic response to his idea of 
redoing the battle. 
“I decided if I was going to do it, it 
had to be right,” Motts said. “I didn’t 
want historians looking at my work 
and saying it was photographically 
beautiful but poor history.” 
Motts read scores of books on the 
Civil War and checked incidents and 
locations against the Gettysburg 
terrain and farmsteads. 
Carrying a Union soldier’s canteen, 
wearing “an old pair of combat boots 
with bad soles” to simulate the 
footgear of the men who marched to 
Gettysburg, Motts “started out at 
sunrise at Marsh Creek, where the 
battle started.” 
He walked through the major events 
of the battle in sequence, moving from 
the various points at which troops were 
located. He visited the battlefield in

the summer when heat and humidity 
compared with that the troops faced. 
He went back in winter when fields 
were bare to get a better sense of hills 
and streams and ravines. 
“One of the most thrilling things,” 
said Motts ‘‘was when I went through 
Pickett’s charge, walked across that 
open field to the farthest point they 
penetrated. 


‘‘I stopped under a tree and it started 
to rain—just as one of the soldiers said 
it did that day.” 
Motts has no present plan to publish 
his photographic history. 
“My main goal is to put something 
together to make you feel you were 
there and something I could leave for 
my kids and their kids,” he said.

Lock Horns 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) As the 
campaign for governor enters its final 
weeks, all but one of the published 
polls give incumbent Gov. John J. 
Gilligan the edge, but shows James A. 
Rhodes coming up fast. 
Rhodes, 65-year-old former two- 
term Republican governor, calls it a 
“neck and neck” race. A Columbus 
Dispatch poll shows Rhodes with an 
edge, but terms the race too close to 
call 
Other polls, possibly outdated within 
two weeks, show Gilligan running as 
much as ll percentage points ahead, 
but even Gilligan’s staff doesn’t 
believe the margin is that much. 
“I would say that is a little high,” 
said Robert Tenenbaum, Gilligan’s 
press secretary. 
Most of those familiar with polling 
think the spread should be around 6 per 
cent. Except Rhodes, that is. 
“We’re going to win,” he said flatly. 
Rhodes has received the en­ 
dorsement of two major newspapers, 
but other major newspaper en­ 
dorsements to date have gone to 
Gilligan.

Statewide 
Dental Care 
Program Set 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)- Some $2 
million will be used to underwrite a 
statewide dental care program for 
Ohio school children and six regional 
Pediatric Pulmonary Care Centers, if 
a plan is approved by a U.S. District 
Court in New York, Atty. Gen. William 
J. Brown announced Tuesday. 
The funds are part of Ohio’s $3.7 
million settlement with five drug 
companies. A1968 lawsuit was filed by 
the Ohio attorney general, along with 
the U.S. Department of Justice, 
several other states and individual 
consumers, against the companies for 
allegedly 
fixing 
the 
price 
of 
tetracycline from 1953 to 1966. 
Tetracycline, one of the first widely 
prescribed broad-spectrum antibiotic 
drugs, is used against bacterial in­ 
fections, particularly respiratory dis­ 
eases. 
The $2 million represents money 
remaining in an “unclaimed :onsumer 
fund” left after consumsrs who 
thought they had been overcharged for 
the drug filed claims. 
If the proposals, selected by a five- 
member council, are approved by the 
court, the money will be equally 
distributed between the two programs. 
The Metropolitan Health Planning 
Corp., of Cleveland would receive $1 
million to provide a system of dental 
education, with the assistance of the 
Ohio Dental Association, on a no-cost 
basis to every school district in Ohio.

found nine days after Gilligan denied 
any existed, a turnabout the governor 
blamed on bad staff information. 
In a series of radio commercials 
entitled “Days to Remember,” Rhodes 
recounts the surplus announcement, 
the closing of state parks and the pas­ 
sage of the state income tax, which he 
said was sold to benefit schools. 
In a speech in Mayfield Heights, 
Rhodes said seven Ohio schools were 
in process of closing and that many 
more will have to close by Jan. I 
“unless they get the state income tax 
money that the present governor 
promised them.” 
Generally Rhodes cites those items 
to support his overall charge that 
“Gilligan is guilty of widespread 
mismanagement of state affairs.” 
Gilligan has argued that before he 
became governor mental patients in 
state institutions lived in “un­ 
believable, deplorable conditions 
without proper care.” 
In four years, he contends, the 
situation has been turned around, with 
more doctors, nurses and ward at­ 
tendants to see that those who can’t 
take care of themselves have some­ 
body to do it. 
The state income tax, he said, put 
schools on their best financial footing 
in years, although they will have 
problems because inflation keeps 
eating away at their financial support. 
Of his accomplishments, Gilligan 
said, “They are not as easy to see as is 
a highway, a bridge or a lodge in a 
state park or something. 
“It is true that Mr. Rhodes, during 
his years in office, borrowed more 
money than any governor in the 
history of the state and spent it on 
highways, bridges and various kinds of 
physical improvements of the state 
which were highly visible and highly 
tangible. 
“Our effort has been to improve the 
quality of services in the field of 
education or in the kind of care that we 
give the mentally ill and the mentally 
retarded in mental hospitals, or in our 
community centers.” 
When all these things are judged, 
Gilligan contended, “One has to agree 
that it makes Ohio a better place to live 
and a better place to raise our 
children.” 
Rhodes has argued that state mental 
hospitals had more psychiatrists when 
he left office than they now have. 
He called Gilligan’s statements 
“puffery.” 
The former governor also argued 
that the Gilligan administration 
doesn’t understand bond issues. Many 
improvements his administration 
accomplished, he said, couldn’t have 
been done without them. 
Gilligan, he said, “will have to 
double the income tax to provide 
everything he has promised.”

Tigers 1Ready' For Leaders 


Friday will be the most important 
night in South Central Ohio league 
football this year, at least for the 
Circleville Tigers. 
CHS will do battle with the Blue 
lions of Washington C.H. and the 
winner will be the probable league 
champion. 
WCH, paced by a tenacious defense 
and the ability to win close games, is 3- 
0 in the league and 6-1 overall, drop­ 
ping a 12-10 decision to Portsmouth for 
its only loss. 
The Tigers, meanwhile, are 3-1 in the 
league and 5-2 overall to remain in a tie 
with Greenfield for second place. 
Miami Trace, the other serious con­ 
tender and the probable co-champion 
with WCH or the Tigers, is 2-1. 
The Panthers play Greenfield 
tonight and then Washington C.H. next 
Friday. Circleville^ final league game 
will be with Hillsboro, currently 0-2 in 
the league. 
Is Circleville ready for the game? 
“ You bet,” says Coach I^arry Cook, 
who, with his coaching staff, has been 
preparing all week “ for one of our 
biggest games this year.” 
The coaches know they “ have to win 
to stay in contention for the league 
crown,” something they have been 
doing since the loop opening loss to 
Greenfield. 
It’ll be the league’s leading rusher 
against the league’s leading passer on 
offense Friday at the WCH field. 
Biff Bumgarner, Circleville junior’s 
tailback, has accounted for 600 yards 
in 92 carries in Circleville^ four SCOL 
games. His closest competitor is 
Wilmington’s Jackie Watson, who has 
462 yards in 63 carries. 
The league statistics are a tribute to 
the Tiger defense as CHS stalled 
Watson with only 29 rushing yards in a 
28-12 win three weeks ago. He has 795 
yards on the year to lead league 
rushers in all games. 
Close behind in the all-game 
category is Greenfield’s Gary Barr 
with 793 yards. However, Barr ranks 
third in SCOL rushing with 386 yards. 
Circleville derailed him for 62 yards in 
their only league loss of the year. 
And the Tigers did the same job on 
Miami Trace’s Jeff Sagar, who ranks 
fourth in all-game rushing with 730 
yards. The Tigers contained Sagar to 
just 46 yards in a 14-12 win over the 
Panthers. 
Bumgarner, who got off to a slow 
start, has 748 yards rushing for the 
year in 126 carries. That ranks him 
third among league runners. 
In Cirdeville’s four league games, 
Pat McNaughton has gained 207 yards 
in 45 carries and Rick Sampsill has 
rushed for 69 yards in nine carries. 
In passing, Perry Hoskins is of 9 for 
51 yards and Phil Roll is 8 of 19 for 116 
yards. 
Blue lion running attack is paced by 
sophomore I^eroy Wilson who has 303 
yards in 108 carries and 197 in 67 
carries in the league. 
However, the primary WCH threat 
rides on the arm of quarterback Jeff 
Brown, who leads the league in 
passing. 
In three games, Brown has hit 17 of 
35 passes for 303 yards. He has been 
intercepted three times. Overall, he is 
29 of 60 for 506 yards and 48.3 per­ 
formance rating. 
The Blue lions slipped by Bishop 
Ready and Chillicothe by identical 8-6 
scores in their first two games and lost 
to Portsmouth 12-10. 
Since then, they have bombed Unioto 
31-13, Greenfield 18-0, Wilmington 14- 
10, and Wehrle 41-0. 
The teams have three common 
league opponents, making for in­ 
teresting comparisons. 
Circleville started off the year by 
losing to Greenfield 6-0, and then beat 
Wilmington 28-12 and Unioto 35-0. 
In the three games, Circleville 
rushed for ^56 yards and passed for an 
additional 165 for 921 yards total of­ 
fense. 
WCH rushed for 318 yards and 
passed for 361 for 679 yards total of­ 
fense against the common opponents.

Mideast Receives 
Big Farm Imports 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Farm ex­ 
ports to the Middle East and North 
Africa may soar to $2 billion this fiscal 
year, accounting for nearly IO per cent 
of total U.S. farm sales overseas, says 
the Agriculture Department. 
The region, stretching from Morocco 
to Iran, bought $1.4 billion worth of 
U.S. farm products in the year ending 
last June 30, up from $521 million in 
1972. Officials said oil revenues have 
been a major factor. 
“ Demand for food was strong before 
this major change occurred, but 
foreign exchange shortages limited 
food imports for some countries in the 
area prior to 1973, particularly 
Egypt,” the department said. 
The analysis was included in a 
monthly report, Foreign Agricultural 
Trade of the United States, published 
by the 
department’s 
Economic 
Research Service. It was written by 
John B. Parker Jr. and Michael E. 
Kurt zig of that agency. 
Although all the countries in the 
regions do not have oil, the flow of 
capital from those that do — including 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and Abu Dhabi 
— have helped others build up their 
foreign exchanges. 
“ U.S. farm exports to the area could 
reach $2 billion in fiscal 1975, mostly 
because of larger sales of wheat to 
Iran, Turkey and Egypt, and rising 
sales of rice to Iran, Iraq and the 
Arabian peninsula,” the report said. 
Also, the report said, sales of a wide 
variety of processed U.S. food to the 
Arabian peninsula countries are still 
thriving, including tomato products. 


canned fruits and juices, canned peas 
and beans, honey and popcorn. 
Wheat exports in 1974-75 could reach 
five million metric tons for a total 
value of $900 million, compared with 
4.2 million tons valued at $687 million 
last season, the report said. 
Rice exports are expected to total 
more than 450,000 tons worth $300 
million, up from 156,407 tons valued at 
$90 million last fiscal year. 
Total U.S. farm exports to all 
countries are expected to be around 
$21 billion for the year ending next 
June 30, about the same as the record 
value set in 1973-74. 
While quantities of some major 
items are expected to decline this year 
— including smaller total exports of 
wheat and corn — higher prices are 
pushing up the overall values. 
During the first two months of the 
current fiscal year, for example, the 
total export value was $3.08 billion, up 
14 per cent from July-August 1973

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Four- 
fifths of Columbus area residents hold 
a favorable image of police, a Ben­ 
chmark study reported. 
Only 19 per cent of the 2,401 Franklin 
County residents interviewed in the 
study said they have a negative image 
of police. Thirty-one per cent of the 
young adults aged 18-24, 37 per cent of 
inner city residents and 47 per cent of 
the blacks interviewed said they have 
a negative image of the police. 
Persons aged 65 and over, as well as 
residents of the north and northwest 
areas of Columbus, have an ex­ 
ceptionally positive image of the 
police. Persons earning $15,000 a year 
also gave police higher marks, the 
survey showed. 
The report is the first of three to be 
issued in the project by the Academy 
for Contemporary Problems dealing 
with attitudes toward the criminal jus­ 
tice system in the area.

Hyperactive Rats 
Get 'Human' Ulcers

Washington-based research scientist 
believes people, like rats, run them­ 
selves 
to 
death or 
suffer 
from 
psychosomatic ulcers for no apparent 
reason. 
Dr. W illiam P. Pare, chief of the 
Pavlovian Research laboratory at 
Perry 
Point, 
Md., 
Veterans 
Administration Hospital, presented his 
case Wednesday to the American 
Association for Animal Science con­ 
vention. 
Pare noted that exercise has been 
recommended for animals as well as 
people, but an experiment with rats 
had adverse results seldom men­ 
tioned. 
Two groups of rats were placed in 
cages. One group was provided with 
exercise wheels. The other group was 
not. 
Eighty per cent of the rats with 
exercise wheels were dead inside of 14 
days. Autopsies showed they died of 
ulcers. The rats without the wheels 
suffered no ill effects. 
“ We became extremely interested in 
this phenomenon,” said Pare, adding 
that the rats were under no com­ 
pulsion, either for food or electronic

stimulation, to work. 
The hyperactive rats were found on 
autopsy to suffer from severe stomach 
ulcers,” he said. 
He said experimenters discovered 
the hyperactive rats had sudden 
weight loss. They were older or female 
and underwent severe metabolism 
change. 
Their condition could be compared 
to that of an extremely active person 
who neglects to eat well or rest but is 
not necessarily underfed or ill-treated. 
These active rats when removed 
from their stressful activity needed 
considerable time to recover, and in 
many cases their ulcers remained, he

“Well, we got the book (the 
script) first,” he said. “The 
four of us talked about where 
we should spot the songs.

“So if we aren’t satisfied or 
the composer isn’t satisfied, 
then we find another way to 
do it.” 
Many would-be songwriters 
still in the June-moon-croon 
stage often seek salvation in 
rhyming dictionaries. Not so 
the Bergmans. 
“We have one, but we very 
rarely use it,” he said. “By 
this time, most of it is pretty 
much in my head.” 
“We’re always looking for 
an idea,” she added. “The 
rhyme is the least of it.”

M a n Faces 
Death Penalty 
For Murder 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) - One 
man faces a possible death sentence 
and a jury continued deliberations 
today on the fate of another in the July 
17 slaying of a Cincinnati policeman. 
A three-judge panel in Hamilton 
County Common Pleas Court on 
Wednesday found Ricardo Woods, 24, 
guilty of aggravated murder of a 
policeman in the commission of a 
robbery. 
A jury in another courtroom retired 
for the night after deliberating nine 
hours in the case of Roland Reaves, 23, 
charged in the same case. 
Patrolman David Cole was shot five 
times with separate guns when he 
responded to a holdup alarm at a 
carryout store in the Walnut Hills sec­ 
tion of Cincinnati. The officer fired 
several shots before he died. 
Both defendants live in Cincinnati. 
They were tried simultaneously in 
separate courtrooms. 
The panel, which included Judges 
William R. Matthews, William S. 
Mathews and Robert L. 
Black, 
rejected Woods’ offer to plead guilty to 
a lesser charge of murder. 
The Ohio Revised Criminal Code 
now allows the death penalty for the 
shooting of a policeman in connection 
with an aggravated robbery. 
The defense for both men contended 
that they had decided against robbing 
the store and were fleeing when 
stopped by Cole. 
Reaves contended the officer began 
the shooting and he fired in self- 
defense. 
Woods said at his trial that he at­ 
tempted to talk to the officer but 
Reaves pushed past him and began 
shooting. 
Court officials said Woods would 
face another court hearing before 
sentence is determined. The court 
ordered a psychiatric examination and 
a pre-sentence investigation. 
Woods’ hearing was scheduled for 
next month.

Industrywide 
sales were off 28 per cent in mid- 
October from levels a year ago. For 
the year, sales are off 21 per cent.
